“To th e silver interest it offers every su b ­ 
stantial benefit th at can be granted w ith ­ 
out peril to o u r financial system , and far 
greater advantages th an can be found in 
free coinage. 
To those w ho dem and m ore 
m oney, it offers the an n u al increase from 
fifty to sixty m illions. 
To those who insist 
upon sound currency, it gives the am plest 
guarantee against a degradation of the 
A m erican d o lla r; bu t to those who would 
inflate currency by injecting into it a large 
volum e of m oney w ithout adequate safe­ 
guards against depreciation, it oilers no 
com fort w hatever, and right here is found 
th e secret of m uch opposition to som e of 
its redem ption features. 
“ In reply to your friendly criticism s, let 
m e invite your attention to th e extraordi­ 
nary concessions w hich are offered to the 
silver sentim ent of the country. 
“ F irst—T his is proposed to absorb all the 
silver produced by th e m ines an d reduc­ 
tion w orks of th e U nited States, thereby 
w ithdraw ing from th e m arket nearly one- 
half of th e entire silver product of the 
world, an d thus greatly enhancing the 
value of the whole. 
“Second—N ot content w ith th is conces­ 
sion, w hich is surely w ithout parailel as to 
any other product, th e Senate C om m ittee

w ill m ake th e T reasury the largest operator 
in th e m ost gigantic corner ever organized. 
“ T h ird —T he bill reported by th e H ouse 
com m ittee provides th a t notes issued for 
silver bullion will be redeem ed in standard 
silver dollars, if dem anded b y th e holder. 
T his w ill give th e ow ners o f the silver 
bullion pow er to convert every ounce pro­ 
duced in this country into standard silver 
dollars at th eir ow n w ill and pleasure. 
T rue, there is not th e slightest danger that 
this pow er will be exceeded, because no 
sane m an will prefer to convert th e Treas­ 
ury notes, w hich th e G overnm ent is bound 
to redeem in gold or its equivalent into 
standard silver dollars, unless he m ay w ant 
an u nlim ited n um ber of them for som e 
specific purpose. 
“ U nder th is bill th e G overnm ent will not 
force silver dollars in to circulation, but will 
perm it any one lo have coined as m any of 
them as he can pay for w ith treasury notes. 
W h at m ore can th e advocates of silver 
coinage dem and ? 
Surely nothing, unless 
they desire to com pel the T reasury to force 
standard dollars in to our circulation for the 
sole purpose of depreciating aud degrading 
it. 
Is it no t enough th at we take nearly 
one-half of th e w orld’s silver product and 
lock it u p in order to increase the value of 
th e other h a lf; th at we jo in the silver- 
producers in the m ost gigantic “corner” 
ever organized, and th at we give th e ow n­ 
ers of silver bullion th e right and pow er to 
convert every ounce of o ur production into 
standard dollars if th ey choose? 
“ F or 'a ll these unparalleled concessions 
to th e silver interests, w hat is dem anded is 
only th e privilege of protecting th e honor 
and credit of th e nation by a g ran t of 
pow er to redeem its notes in either gold or 
its equivalent of silver b u ll'on. 
“A ll th e bills on this subject contem plate 
a policy to extend over an indefinite period 
and w hich will result in th e issue of a very 
large volum e of treasury notes. 
If they be 
m ade redeem able in law ful m oney they 
m ust be paid in th e best law ful m oney if 
dem anded in accordance w ith th e high 
rule of honor w hich th is G overnm ent has 
th u s far m aintained, and by w hich it has 
established a credit and w hich is the pride 
and boast of our ow n people. 
“ If the balance of trade sh ould tu rn 
against us, or if distrust arise as to our 
ability to pay in gold, as it surely will 
under such a provision of law , or if for 
any other reason we are unable to redeem 
in gold, w hen dem anded, ihe G overnm ent 
can be com pelled to discrim inate against 
the silver dollars, w hen gold will at once 
com m and a prem ium and th e nation w ill 
step dow n from tlie present proud position 
and take its place on a basis w ith C hina, 
In d ia and South A m erica. 
“ It is to save us from ihis danger th at I 
have insisted so strenuously for th e provi­ 
sion to redeem in gold or its equivalent 
silver bullion. 
“ I know of but tw o ways by w hich the 
proposed issue of T reasury notes can be 
anchored to the recognized values of the 
com m ercial w orld. 
One is th e bullion re­ 
dem ption feature provided in th e Treasury 
bill, and the other is au th o rity to sell bonds 
in order to create a reserve fund to m eet 
constantly th e increasing volum e of T reas­ 
ury notes. 
T he latter 1 believe to be both 
unnecessary and unjustifiable. 
T he form er 
I believe entirely practicable and safe. 
“ Even w ith th is safeguard against the 
destruction to the fair fabric of o ur national 
credit, th e extraordinary concessions above 
m entioned approach as near to th e danger­ 
ous edge of peril as prudence w ill dare 
tread. 
R ather th an go one step further in 
th at direction, I firm ly believe it w ould be 
far betterjto have no legislation on the sub­ 
ject.”

THE PAN-AMERICAN CONGRESS. 


The Pan-American Congress has con­ 
cluded its labors and adjourned sine die. 
That it has had as large a measure of suc­ 
cess as was anticipated is probably not the 
general judgment of the casual readers of 
the press. 
But too much was expected of 
it by such people. 
It has accomplished a 
great deal. 
If nothing more than consul­ 
tation had resulted, without any deiinite 
agreements being reached, it would still 
have been be a decided gain for all 
the nations interested. 
But, in fact, it has 
agreed upon six or seven important recom­ 
mendations, and has discussed a dozen 
other matters, the debates upon which 
will, when discussed in the several nations, 
tend to bring the people of the Americas 
into closer relations. 
If nothing more 
than the agreement to recommend to the 
several States that arbitration should take 
the place of war had been resolved upon 
it would have compensated for all the 
cost and time devoted to the Congre 
But the mere fact of the meeting of the 
Congress was in itself a most significant 
and important step toward that union of 
interest and sentiment between the States 
of the Americas that will prove stimu­ 
lants for the growth of each of them. The 
one supreme office of enlightened states­ 
manship is to prevent war and conserve 
the arts of peace. 
The late Congress la­ 
bored in that direction; it demonstrated 
that the nations of the three Americas are 
not nearly so far apart as they had sup­ 
posed ; that the interests ol all of them 
are more nearly on a level than the most 
sanguine friends of the convocation had 
believed. 
In short the Congress that has 
just adjourned has served a high purpose 
by opening the way for later consultations, 
through which there is reason to believe 
all the difficulties arising between the 
nations in the future may be adjusted, and 
the common iuterests of the people of the 
continents of the western hemisphere be 
best conserved. 
Of one thing certainly 
the members of the Congress have reason 
to be 
well satisfied—the consideration 
shown them by the State Department aud 
the people generally of the United States. 
They have been treated to excursions, 
banquets, 
exhibitions, 
examination 
of 
leading industries, a tour through a large 
portion of the country as a preface to their 
session, and now, at its conclusion, they 
are being escorted through the States of 
the South, and will be entertained in the 
chief cities of that section and shown every 
possible courtesy and 
attention. 
Such 
social amenities must tend to augment 
the close relations that it is the desire of 
the people of our country should exist be­ 
tween the American nations. 


THE ENGINEERING COMMISSION. 


Mr. Ohleyer, one of the committee sent 
to Washington by the late River Conven­ 
tion, has returned to California, and con­ 
firms the statement that the reason why no 
appropriation can he secured from Con­ 
gress for the improvement of the Sacra, 
mento and Feather rivers, is that the Gov­ 
ernment engineers in local charge, or su- 
]>erintendence, have not reported to the 
proper department that anything is nec­ 
essary to he done, or that the navigability 
of the rivers is so menaced as to call for 
such action by the Government as the peo­ 
ple desire. 
The assumptions upon which 
the engineers have been recently criticised 
were, therefore, correctly taken. 
It will 
be timely for the Executive Committee of 
the late Convention, and which committee 
is a continuing body, to take steps at once 
to insure adoption of the recommendation 
of the River and Harbor Committee of the 
House, that a special Commission of En­ 
gineers shall be appointed to examine the 
streams and report to Congress what arc 
their needs, and that it is not allowed to 
default in the present session of Congress. 
There are 1,200 measures on the dockets of 
the two houses, and of course the great 
majority of them will die on the calendars- 
W hile it is true that the recommendations 
of committees will be taken up, it is hv no 
means certain that they will all lie acted 
upon. 
Such a one as that referred to, and 
which isof such vital imjiortance to the peo­ 
ple of California, may require a special hill 
to carry it out. 
Our Representatives and 
Senators can he trusted, if that is the case 
to see to it that such a hill is introduced, 
but assistance can be given them, unques 
tionably, in securing its passage. Nothing 
could he devised to give such a result cer- 
taintv, lietter than a recommendation from 
the War or Engineering Departments, 
or 
both, 
that such a Commission be 
appointed. 
There 
is 
every 
reason to 
believe 
that 
the 
Departments 
are 
williDg to 
make 
such 
a 
request of 
Congress, but they should be jietitioned 
to do so. 
Whatever can he done to insure 
the passage of the order for the Commis­ 
sion of Examination ,-hould he done now, 
for there is not an hour of time to he lost.

rise equal to it, and patronise the affair so 
liberally that these spring meetings at the 
capital will be ordered permanently. 
If, 
hoarever, the attendance should be light, 
the meets will be abandoned, so far as 
Sacramento is concerned. The State Board 
o f Agrieuiture has undertaken a great task 
in inaugurating the events, and it should 
have the hearty support of our own people 
especially. 
But good wishes and sympa­ 
thy are cheap, and do not tend to fill up 
the premium list purse. The people must 
attend, and by their presence and contri­ 
butions give an assurance-of support that 
will fix these breeders’ meetings at this 
city. 
It is very important for Sacramento 
that this should be done, for in a very few 
years these meets will develop into stock 
baxars and exchanges that will be known 
the civilized world over, and will tend to 
make Sacramento heard of favorably all 
over the lan d ; and besides, that will 
greatly augment the drift of capital and 
population to this section of the State. 
The central and north regions are, there­ 
fore, deeply interested in the success of 
the spring meeting of 1S90, and their peo­ 
ple should be largely represented at each 
of the exhibitions to be held at the gath­ 
ering to begin this week. 


M isso u r i is the latest witness giving 
testimony in favor of the reformed ballot 
system. 
In the municipal elections held 
in that State last week, as well as in those 
held three weeks earlier, the new system 
was thoroughly tried, and according to the 
St. Louis Globe-Demoerat, it worked to the 
entire satisfaction of both parties. 
That 
paper says of the system : 
It has completely changed the whole charac­ 
ter and outward appearance of our elections. 
The ballot henceforth will represent in fact as 
well as in theory the actual opinions aud aspira­ 
tions ot the individual citizens, and not the 
bulldozing of the party boss or the purse of the 
political boodler. It can never again, in the 
old sense and to the former degree, be subject to 
coercion or purchase. The once familiar scenes 
of drunkenness, button-holing and wrangling 
around the polls have been bani.-hed, the 
"workers” and “heelers'' have been abolished, 
aud the "striker” has found his occupation 
gone. Elections hereafter will have something 
of the outward solemnity and dignity befitting 
their character as the honest aud untrammeled 
expression ot the popular will. 
This is strong evidence from a source 
that cannot he charged with unfairness or 
inability to see clearly and to weigh accu­ 
rately. 
No objectors, in fact, arise in 
Missouri against the system, except un­ 
scrupulous politicians, who under it are 
unable to use votes for selfish ends by 
means that practically reduce the ballot of 
the freeman to a blank, or to a mere ex­ 
pression of the will of the ward trickster. 


N ow that executions in New York are 
to be accomplished by means of electricity, 
some of our contemporaries are beating 
about for a new word to meet the supposed 
need of the new method of disposing of 
murderers. 
One of the San Francisco pa­ 
pers has adopted “ Klectricution.” 
It will 
not do. 
“Electro” refers to that pertain­ 
ing to 
electricity—as 
electro-chemical, 
electro-magnet, or electrotype. 
But to 
execute is to carry out, and is from ex, out, 
and sequi, to follow o u t; hence, it means a 
following out. and, therefore, the syllable 
cx cannot he omitted. 
Our contemporary 
might well enough use the compound 
“Electro-execution.” 
Just as we say a cer­ 
tain machine is an eleetro-motor, a thing 
the motive power of which is electricity; 
or electro-engraving, electro-gilding, etc. 
But it will never do to say one was “elec­ 
trocuted”—that would be as barbarous as 
hanging. 
It is best to stick* to the old, 
well-understood word execution, since the 
means employed must he expressed as 
secondary to the thing accomplished. 


T h e enthusiasm of New York having 
cooled in the matter of the erection of a 
statue to General Grant, a hill has been 
introduced 
in 
Congress 
appropriating 
$100.000 for the erection of a memorial to 
the memorv of the distinguished soldier, 
and it is provided that it shall be located 
in the city of 'Washington. 
It is to be 
hoped that the bill will pass. 
The capital 
of the nation is the proper place for the 
monument, and it is eminently proper 
also that the nation, from its plethoric 
treasury, should foot the hill. 


It appears from the more recent dis­ 
patches that the supporters of the major­ 
ity of the \\ ays and Means Committee of 
the House are calling a halt in the matter 
of the new tariff hill, and giving the 
claims of California and the South consid­ 
eration concerning the sugar schedule. 
There is, therefore, still some hope that 
the protection the beet sugar industry 
needs will be continued. 


I n the closing of the Russian universi­ 
ties because there are political extremists 
among the students, the Czar only added 
fuel to the fire of Nihilism. 
The students 
had now nothing to do but to plot and to 
seek revenge for the shutting up of the in­ 
stitutions. 
They have now been reopened 
but without a group of offending students, 
who are now en route to Siberia. 


Irrig a tio n an d T ree-P lan tin g . 
It is a well-known fact that after land 
has become thoroughly cultivated hv irri­ 
gation less water is required; and it is safe 
to assert thousands of acres of so-called 
desert land may become adapted for agri­ 
cultural purposes without the continued 
help of irrigation. 
Immediately following 
the establishment of an irrigation district, 
after the canals with their lateral ditches 
have been completed and the cultivation 
of crop has commenced, the planting of 
trees should he encouragod. 
The eucalyp­ 
tus variety is mostly planted in California, 
and the co. ton wood in Arizona and New 
Mexico. 
The former has a very rapid 
growth, and as a windbreak and protection 
to crops it is used extensively, although it 
is very exhausting to the soil. 
Coincident 
with irrigation should be tree-planting, 
which would in a short time not onlv 
chante the appearance of the country, but 
supply the wood which is necessary for 
fuel. 
It would hardly be possible to esti­ 
mate the value of trees in their usefulness 
towards reclaiming arid lands, and too 
much cannot he said in urging the profuse 
planting 0» them. 
In fact, it would lie 
well for the Government, in selling land 
reclaimed by it through the irrigation 
works to he established, to make it com­ 
pulsory on the purchaser to plant a por­ 
tion of his acreage in forest trees. 
They 
would only require thorough irrigation dur­ 
ing the first year, less of it the second, vt-rv 
little the third, and noneat all thereafter. 
Tree-eulture, especially the planting of 
trees indigenous to the country, should be­ 
all means he encouraged.— General Selson 
A. Mil.*, in A 01'th .liiiíTiMíi Jlccicic.

DIO 
THE LEASER OF THE REFORMA­ 
TION COMMIT SUICIDE .1 


F a th e r M ajunke’s B ook on th e R efo rm er 
R eceives A tten tio n by a Local 
L u th e ra n M inister. 


On last evening, before the sermon, Rev. 
W . S. Haskinson, of the English Lutheran 
Church, spoke in Pioneer Hall as follows; 
We are justly proud of the man whose 
name we carry. 
In one sense he belongs 
to us, in another he belongs to the whole 
Protestant world. 
We, as a nation, have 
special reason to honor this man because 
the principles of liberty which he advo­ 
cated made this nation a possibility, and 
have become the motive power in the lives 
of all onr people. 
We cannot stand by and 
bear the name of that noble man sullied 
without a word of protest. 
I hold in my hand an editorial of a 
leading Catholic paper here on the Coast. 
It reads: "Ever since the day when the un­ 
fortunate apostate ex-monk Martin Luther, 
'shuffled off this mortal coil' with all his 
sins upon his head, a belief has existed in 
the miiids of many of the foremost writers 
of each country that the founder of Pro­ 
testantism died by his own hand. The 
latest writer to renew this 
interesting 
question is Father Majanke, who was 
formerly chief editor of the Germania, and 
who, after studing the subject for several 
years, has at last published a volume in 
which he advances 
strong proof 
that 
Luther was a suicide. 
From documents 
which Father Majanke introduces into his 
volume, it transpires that on the death of 
the arch-apostate it was at once reported 
that he did not die a natural death. 
This 
rumor assumed the form of fact when 
Luther's valet abjured the heresy he was 
led into by Catherine Bora’s co-partner in 
anti-Catholic contumacy, and then he at 
once acknowledged thaf on the morning of 
Luther’s demise (February 18, 1546), on 
entering his mother's bed-room. the valet 
found him hanging from a post of the bed­ 
stead, dead.” 
Here is rehashed an old fable about the 
suicide of Luther, which is too absurd to 
find credence among fair scholars* but 
which will not fail to have its effect c 
the 
ignorant masses. 
It has repeatedly 
en 
refuted; but prejudice keeps it alive wirere 
it is supposed some good may result. This 
author found an Italian book dated 1593— 
forty-seven years after Luther s death— 
which contained the story of the servant 
as given above. In 1600 a Belgian F ran­ 
ciscan published w hat claimed to be the 
confession of the servant. H ere it is: 
"A 
pious man, for the glory of God, inquired 
of the servant what he had to say about 
Luther’s death. Thereupon he confessed: 
We brought him in the evening to his bed, 
he being in an intoxicated state. 
W hen 
we returned to him next m orning to assist 
him in dressing we were pained to find 
him hanging beside his bed. 
Thereupon 
we hastened to those who had been his 
drinking companions, and to the princes, 
and announced to them this horrible death! 
They adjured us to keep silent, to place 
the body in bed, and to spread the report 
among the people that he had died a sud­ 
den death. By means of great promises of 
reward they purchased our silence and obe­ 
dience; but my couscience will not perm it 
me io longer keep silence.” 
Thus tne slander runs. The nam e of 
the servant is not given, nor of the "pious 
m an,” ana the whole story is so evidently 
a fabrication that it cannot bear the light 
of investigation. 
Many Catholics believed 
this story when first published because 
they wanted to believe it. In Germany, 
the Catholics were asham ed of the shallow 
fabrication, and it was soon forgotton. 
Now it is republished, because the ultra- 
m ontanesare doing all they can to heap 
infam y on Luther and all who bear his 
name. The story is spread now with the 
assurance that incontes’able proof has been 
furnished that Luther’s end was tragic. 
The facts are these: Luther died at 
Eisleben, on the night ot February 18, 
1546, between 2 and 3 o'clock in the m orn­ 
ing, surrounded by his two sons, M artin 
and Paul, the servant Jonas, two theo­ 
logians, Colins aud Aurifaber, the town 
Clerk and his wife, two physicians, Count 
Albert and his wife aud Count ot Swattz- 
burg and his wife. 
Luther had gone to 
Eisleben at this tim e against the earnest 
protest of his wife to settle a dispute be­ 
tween two Counts. 
H e had been in feeble 
health, and the day before spent most of 
his tim e in bed, but took his evening meal 
with the family where he lodged. 
He was 
troubled with oppressive sensations in his 
chest, but he slept quietly till 1 o'clock. 
He then awoke with distressing pains, arid 
it was plain his death was near at hand. 
All those named above were called and 
soon the room was filled. 
W hen asked 
w hether he wanted to die in the faith of 
Jesus Christ and of the doctrine he had 
preached, he answered distinctly, "Y es.” 
A t the order of the E lector,'three the­ 
ologians, witnesses of his death, gave a 
full report of Luther’s last days and hours, 
which was published four days after his 
death. The Catholics, even, as a rule, have 
accepted this report. The anonymous story 
of his suicide appearing nearly a half­ 
century afier Luther's death, in a foreign 
land, among haters of Luther and the 
Reformation, and with the purpose of de­ 
faming the reformer, has not the shadow of 
proof for its truthfulness. 
It presupposes 
that Luther slept alone; whereas he slept 
in a large room, and five others slept in it 
besides himself. All the town of Eisleben 
knew that he died between 2 and 3 in the 
morning, so great was 
the excitement 
caused by bringing persons to his bedside, 
and by the report that he was dying. Three 
letter.- are preserved which were written to 
the Elector. 
Two of these are dated, 
"Early at 4 o’clock.” 
Now. while it is positively certain that 
Luther died between 2 and 3 in the night, 
the author of the above slander lets the 
servant enter at the usual time for rising in 
the morning, and then finds that the re­ 
former has committed suicide! 
We doubt not the report will do niis- 
ehipf, because, as the historian Ranke says. 
‘ A false report, if believed, is as effective 
as the truth.” 
It will have the effect of in­ 
spiring certain classes with hatred of the 
Reformation. In those times it was be­ 
lieved that a happy death was a confirma­ 
tion of a Christian life; hence the impor­ 
tance to the Papacy ot making it appear 
that Luther uied a drunkard and by his 
own hand.

WELL, BUT IS DEFEATED. 


I t W as a Splendid E x h ib itio n o f th e >'a- 
tio n a l G am e—Som e o f tlie 


F e a tu re s. 


Y esterday’s gam e in th is city was one of 
th e tinest exhibitions of ball playing that 
h as ever been seen here. 
T o th e andience, 
how ever, th ere was a redeem ing feature 
lacking, nam ely, th e fact th at th e Sacra­ 
m entos could n o t w in it. 
T he San F ra n ­ 
ciscos w ere victorious an d deserved to win, 
a lth o u g h th e sam e could be said of th e 
S acram entos, had th e result been th e other 
w ay. 
I t is getting to be a sort of “ chest­ 
n u t” to still shout “ hard lu ck ” w hen th e 
h om e n ine is beaten, an d to give th e true 
cause of th e Sacram entos’ defeat yesterday, 
it m ust be acknow ledged th a t the San 
Franciscos were too m uch for th eir oppo­ 
n ents. 
T hey batted h ard er an d could say 
w ith as m uch propriety as th e Sacram entos 
th at it was h a rd lu ck on th eir p art th a t 
th ey did n o t w in th e gam e by a greater 
m argin tn an one po in t. T he score was 3 to 
2, w hich is th e best of evidence th a t the 
gam e m u st have been close an d exciting 
th ro u g h o u t. 
T he Sacram entos played a 
stronger gam e th an it was g enerally sup- 
posea they w ould w ithout either B ow m an 
o r Stapleton in th eir ranks. 
E ven if the 
latter m em bers had played, th e fielding 
could n ot have been im proved upon, b u t it 
is q uite reasonable to suppose th a t th e base- 
h it colum n w ould have been sw elled, and 
th is w as th e only reason the Sacram entos 
did not w in th e contest. 
It is very seldom 
th at a club m aking but tw o h its in n in e in ­ 
nings is victorious, and th e ru le was not 
excepted yesterday. 
Y oung and Speer are 
a m agnificent 
battery, an d th e form er 
pitched a rem arkably steady gam e th ro u g h ­ 
out. 
H is curves are very deceptive, and it 
is very doubtful if B orchers can best him 
for speed. 
H e has perfect control of the 
ball, and in Speer he has a backstop in 
w hom a great deal o f confidence can be 
placed. 
M cH ale and G oodenough were 
th e only ones w ho could h it th e ball safely 
on th e p art o f th e Sacram entos, and the 
singles of both were scratches.

EAGAN'S CLOSE CALL. 


A S team b o at F ire m a n C om es in C o n tact 
w ith F re ig h t C ars. 
A bout 4 o'clock yesterday m orning, as 
officers W agner and 
Frazee 
h ad 
Just 
reached the police station w ith a prisoner, 
a railroad em ploye arrived and inform ed 
th e officers th at a m an lay over on th e old 
w harf, n ear the steam boat landing, and 
seem ed to be suffering from injuries re­ 
ceived in som e m anner. 
T he 
officers 
nam ed, accom panied by officer H iggins, 
w ent to th e spot indicated and found a m an 
lying alongside the railroad track and be­ 
tween it and the side of th e raised freight 
platform on th e river bank, at the foot of J 
street. 
H e was insensible, but groaning as 
if in great pain. 
T he officers picked him up and carried 
him to th e Receiving H ospital, w here it 
was found th at he had been terribly injured 
by som e freight cars w hich had a short 
tim e before been run dow n upon th e track 
w here he was found. 
H is left ear was 
badly torn, his rig h t arm broken above the 
elbow , und his left foot h ad been ru n over 
by one of th e car-w heels and severely 
crushed. T he wheel had passed diagonally 
over th e heel, m issing th e an k le and leg, 
or the lim b w ould have been crushed to a 
pulp. 
As it was, th e heavy, stiff heel of 
th e shoe partially protected the foot, a l­ 
though th e injury to th e latter m ay prove 
to be worse th an it appears, w hich is bad 
enough. 
City Physician C. B. N ichols was called, 
and he dressed th e m an 's injuries. 
Som e 
h ours later he recovered sufficiently to 
partake of som e broth, w hich, how ever, 
did not stay on bi9 stom ach, and he com ­ 
plained of severe pains in th e abdom inal 
region. 
W hen seen by a R ecord-U kion reporter 
in the afternoon he was resting tolerably 
easy.

H e had been up

Bekli::, April 20th.—An atticle which 
appears in the Freisiimiffc Zeihcng, the 
organ in which Herr Richter, the leader of 
the German Liberals, attacks Bismarck, 
has raised a crop of concurrent rumors 
which are of absorbing interest here. The 
¿Frcislnnigc affirmed that the ex-Chancellor, 
unable to support three weeks’ political 
a b s t i n e n c e , summoned the editor of the 
Hamburger XachrichUa, who 
dined at 
Friedrichsruhe Tuesday, and that, coached 
by Bismarck, the NachrkJ<ten made a series 
of attacks upon Chancellor Von Caprivi 
S D e e rin g at his speech in the Landtag and 
advising Deputies to maintain a loyal ad­ 
herence to the ex Chancellor’s policy. The 
Freisinnige inferred that Bismarck meant 
to throw the press and Parliament against 
General Von Caprivi. Thereupon the Post, 
a Conservative sheet, denounced the article 
as insulting to the Trince, and denied that 
the Xachrichten was inspired, and expressed 
a regret that the journal’s sympathy with 
Bismarck’s policy led it to play into the 
hands of his enemies. 
The truth is that Bismarck summoned 
the editor of the Xachrichten to consult in 
regard to obtaining a capable literary man 
and reliable confident to assist him in 
arranging and compiling his memoirs. On 
the day after the interview Dr. Lucanus, 
the Chief of the Civil Cabinet of the Em­ 
peror, was sent to Friedrichsruhe. This 
coincidence gave rise to a report that Lu­ 
canus was charged to demand the delivery 
of documents relating to the Emperor's 
doings while awaitiDg the death of his 
father. 
Echoes from French papers make Bis­ 
marck’s position critical; Emperor person­ 
ally going to threaten him; Caprivi claim­ 
ing the restitution of papers missing from 
the Chancellerie, with other incredible 
nonsense suitable to the French press. 
_ Bismarck, when approached on the sub­ 
ject, declined to speak. A number of cable 
dispatches and letters from leading Ameri­ 
can periodicals and papers have been re­ 
ceived by the American Legation asking 
Minister Phelps to use his influence to get 
contributions of any kind from the ex­ 
Chancellor. 
Bismarck, however, prefers to maintain 
absolute 
silence 
ar.d to disregard the 
calumnies which are being circulated con­ 
cerning him. It is probably owing to the 
excited indignation over the attacks upon 
Bismarck that the Government issued a 
warning that persons putting into circula­ 
tion in the home or foreign press baseless, 
sensational news would be arrested, and 
not expelled, as heretofore, but tried upon 
a charge of fraud. This order emanates 
directly from General Von Caprivi. 


R O M A N T IC M A R R IA G E .

B e r l in . April 20th.—The secret of Connt 
Herbert Bismarck’s frequent trips to En­ 
gland has at length become known, and, it 
must be admitted, has been carefully kept. 
It was always supposed that the motive of 
the Count’s journeys was courtship of one 
of the relatives o! the Marquis and Mar­ 
chioness of Londonderry. It is now re­ 
ported that he is already married toa lady 
ten years older than himself, and it was to 
visit her that he so frequently harried over 
to England under the pretext of seeking 
rest. 
His warm friendship for the London­ 
derry's is due to the feet that they were the 
only people who showed kiudness to his 
wife. Ten years ago she was one of the 
reigning beauties of the court of Berlin. 
Her husband, the Prince of Carolath-Ben- 
then, was one of the wealthiest and most 
powerful nobles in the land. Toward the 
autumn of 1880 she suddenly deserted her 
husband and little daughter, in order to 
elope with Count Herber; Bismarck. They 
fled to Italy.

A N O T H E R A D D R E S S . 


T h e P o p e S co res th e I ta lia n G o v e rn m e n t 
F ro m th e P u lp it. 
R om e, April 20th.—The Pope made a 
strong speech to-day to 5,000 Italian Pil­ 
grims in the hall over the vestibule in Si 
Peter’s. Twelve Cardinals, twenty Arch­ 
bishops and Bishops were present, besides 
many of the Roman nobility. After the 
pilgrims laid their addresses at his feet 
Leo X III. stood and began an indictment 
of the Italian Government as follows: 
“Among the grave solicitudes of the 
apostolic ministery which we exercise, one 
of the bitterest aud most poignant is that 
which concerns the condition ot the church 
in Italy and the faith of the Italian people. 
If we have always io signalize the dangers 
that menace us at this lime we have a 
motive more just to do so, as for some 
time now these perils have become more 
grave. 
“Besides, the facts speak for themselves. 
The war that satanic hatred of parlies 
wages against the Catholic 
religion is 
openly sustained liere by the authorities, 
who have declared in favor of these parties. 
The laws and Acts which directly or in­ 
directly concern the church and religion 
are 
in 
Italy made under the direct 
inspiration ot these parties, which all 
obey. 
There 
are 
in 
fact 
tangible 
evidences that the action of the authorities 
in ecclesiastical matters fully responds to 
theii sectarian aspirations, and their culp­ 
able designs which henceforth are no mys­ 
teries to any one.

P a r is , April 20th.—The review of the 
garrison of Paris at Vincennes came off 
yesterday morning with great eclat. 
The 
review was announced for 10 o’clock, and 
at exactly fifteen minutes before that hour 
every battalion, squadron and battery was 
in the position assigned to it. Altogether 
12,000 men were presented. 
The view from the tiibune was superb. 
The troops were formed in three lines. 
First the infantry, behind them the artil­ 
lery and in the background the cavalry. 
At exactly 10 o’clock General Saussier, on 
a fine chestnut charger, entered the grounds 
at the head of a brilliant staff of twelve 
officers, escorted by half a squadron of 
dragoons armed with lances. The drums 
and bugles of twenty-one battalions, eleven 
squadrons and nine batteries immediately 
sounded the salute. 
As the General galloped between the 
lines, each regiment lowered its colors, the 
bands playing the Marseillaise. General 
Saussier acknowledged the salute by un­ 
covering. At 10:30 o’clock the General 
took his post at the reviewing point in 
front of the tribune. 
Tweniy-one battalions advanced in a 
line of 100 yards, with General Saint Mars 
and his staff at their head, and saluted. 
Each battalion was at once wheeled in 
company fronts to the left, and at double 
quick they were massed at the extreme 
northern end of the race course. 
This maneuver was executed with most 
creditable precision and promptness. 
The 
march past then commenced. 
The ar­ 
tillery presented an especially brilliant ap­ 
pearance. 
The maneuvers of the day 
were executed without a mistake and the 
whole affair was most satisfactory.
